thc president and the secrtary of state, 
as it is also contrary to the general 
spirit of the recent neutrality net."

Several brain-trustcrs have stirred 


up "bad" political situations by their 
refusals to play politics and their su- 
spicions of politicians.

much they can dc now except keep 
quiet while the political operators try 
to repair thc damage. 


A couple of brain-trustcrs in admin- 


istrative jobs recently have tried to 
play pro-Roosevelt politics in certain 
states and only succeeded in making 
matters worse.

Thus Germany's Jews are deprived

In the year 1860, when the war be- 


tween the states was just about to be- 
gin, a great idea came to old Sam 
Houston, governor of Texas.

by law. Without pay, they act solely 
from a high sense of public duty and 
the interest of the welfare of their 
county. They arc impartial and fair 
to both creditors and debtors.

It is easily 
possible to have blooms in winter, 
when all is bleak and bare on thc 
outside by forcing bulbs indoors. The 
most, popular and easiest of all bulbs 
to forre is the Paper White Nar- 
cissus, then come thc French Roman 
Hyacinths, ranging on clown to the 
more colorful tulip and freesia. My 
favroites are the Freosias, since we 
can now have 
them in colors; they

weather, then bring indoors and keep 
well watered and one pot of plants 
will perfume the whole house. As 
you well know, narcissus is success- 
fully grown in water, but it is best to 
have earth for thc tulips, and freesias.
